accident— au accident of nature. 
The first recorded mutations in 
mink occurred in the late 1930's. 
On two different' mink ranches in 
"Wisconsin, pale blue-grey mink 
were born. The formers decided 
to breed' these. strange blue-grey, 
mink. Crossing them back to the 
darks, resulted in, kits a .little 
lighter than the. normal dark 
brown shade. . 

When the next mating season 
came around, the original blue- 
grey mink was mated to a hybrid. 
Half of the. resulting kits were of 
tiie original blue-grey mutation; 
the other half dark brown. The 
next .season, when the mutations 
were. bred, all kits were of the 
beautiful new color. There are 
some extraordinary storied about 
the demand for these early mu- 
tations — one rancher paying 
$10,000, for a single animal. An- 
other exchanged^ Cadillac for 
a single mink. 

In 1946 a pleasing brown shade 
was introduced— this Is the mink 
most in 'demand "Today, and is 
known as "Royal Pastel" and

One Man-One Vote 

The recent Supreme Court decision extend- 
ing the one-man, one-vote rule to counties and 
.other government entities might play havoc with 
the Lake County township boundary lines.. 

And it might cut the Lake County Board of 
Supervisors down from its present 37 to a much 
lower figure. : 

Many students of government already rec- 
ommend that there only, be nine supervisors. . 
N The ruling, in effect, says that the townships 
have to be divided up into districts containing 
the same — or approximately the same— rnumber 
of residents. ■ .' 

With the population boom in Lake County — 
experts how. peg it at in excess of 370,000 — this 
. could bring about some drastic changes. 

Waukegan Township is the largest at some 
(W,S05 according to the 1960 census. 

If yon used that as a base figure for redraw- 
~"ing1:lre"lines^tlre _ combination-ofi:ownships-to~at- 
tain the 69,000 figure is sohiewhat startling. • 

_, For instance the combined total of — say: — 

Antioch, Lake Villa, Newport! and Grant Town- 
— ships-is~only, — according-to--tHe : 19 60- census,- at 
~2S,144.-Ifybu add Avon to that you only come up 
with 44,699. 

- Using those -figures — and they-don't- come 
up -to the Waukegan figure — you have already 
eliminated four townships by combining five. 

If you added Benton_ Township and Zion 
Township tckthe five already mentioned, then 
you would have the Waukegan- figure.' And in- 
stead of having eight townships you would only 
have two. . . • ' . 

We haven't seen the Supreme Court decision 
but it is our guess that any redistricting will have 
to wait until the CL970 census it taken. 

But we would imagine that a lot of legal 
, eagles are pouring through the textbooks to find 
out if there is a loophole. 

If there isn't, then we imagine that a number 
of supervisors are going to start squirming just 
a bit when the lines have to be drawn/ 



Save Our Kids 



Lady Bird Johnson njny 1 have 
been the deciding factor in the 
President's decision to withdraw 
himself from consideration as a 
candidate for re-election. This bit 
of speculation is probably no less 
reliable than other educated 
guesses that have appeared re- 
cently in the press and on radio 
and television While the Presi- 
dency is the, most powerful po- 
litical office in the world, it is 
also the most arduous and de- 
manding. Five , years of service 
under circumstances such as 
President Johnson has had to en- 
dure is a sufficient sacrifice for 
any man. It is likewise. an ade- 
quate contribution by Ihe mem- 
bers of his family who experience 
much or the ordeal "which goes 
with the office. 

At least a half-dozen Members 
of the t U. S. Senate are voluntar- 
ily declining to seek reelection. 
Senator Bourke Hickenlooper of 
Iowa, ranking Minority Member 
of the Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee and, seemingly, a shoot-in- for 
re-election, declared that hp was 
ainvvillinpi ^to face tho rj gnrs of an- 
other campaign. Senator Thrus- 
ton Morion, one of the most popu- 
lar figures in the U. S. Senate, 
slated flatly: "It is not the com- 
ing election that concerns me but 
the-challenge-and-responsibility 
of a six-year term .... To use an 
old Kentucky expression I suppose 
I am just plan 'track sore'." 

Some-2G Members of Ihcllouse 
of Representatives are voluntarily 
giving up their congressional seals 
in favor of more leisurely careers 
in private life. The wives and 
children of some of these men 
have certainly been the controll- 
ing factors in the difficult deci- 
sions to withdraw from further 
service, in the greatest legislative 
forum in the world. . 

Public service, including elec- 
tion lo state and national office, 
is an exciting .and rewarding ex- 
perience.

Of Trlie-West 

"Wue-West,** a noh- fiction 
magazine has a story in its 
March-Apritu 1908 issue that will 
be of interest to. Ant loch readers. 

"Lure of the Gold Camps" was 
written by Mary Elizabeth Story 
Howard, in 1011. She was the 
great-grandmother of Dr. Alan 
Thain, and an aunt of William A. 
Story, 96, , who is the father of 
Ellis Story and a grandfather of 
Robert Story of Antidch. 

The Btory.ln True-West tells' of 
the Story family moving to the 
Trevor area on the west bank of 
Marshall's Lake (Rock Lake) in 
1840. It was a wild place at that 
time, and Indians often mode 
calls, but seemed to be just hunt- 
ers and made little trouble for 
anyone. v. 

Mary Howard tells how she 
played with : fire one day, and 
It resulted in the loss of all their 
possessions, though the house was 
saved. Her mother was ''sick 
with typhoid at the time, and the 
family endured great" hardships 
as a result of the child's mischief.

The family made meals from 
bear heads and when they arrived 
in California, Father Story had 
just $1.50 and spent $1.00 for 1 a 
hatful of potatoes which the fam- 
ily devoured raw . almost im- 
mediately. 

They tried their, hand at' find- 
ing gold, but the father decided 
he could do well by cutting tim 
ber for the mines and his wife 
cooked .for the lumberjacks. She 
earned $80 per month and the 
family board and cooked for 52 
men, 4 meals in 24 hours. 

Father Story's next venture 
was buying sheep and cattle from 
men, on ranches in the valley. 
The wild cattle, were rushed 
through town to the corral and 
slaughter house. Sometimes the 
two sons, Jerome and Monroe 
would do the butchering by them- 
selves. Jerome Story was the 
grandfather of William A. Story. 

Grandson Bob Story of Ant loch 
remembers stories about Jerome. 
When Jerome was older, he was a 
Pony Express rider. He hod brok- 
en- his-, leg,- and- suffering, great 
pain, he completed his route and

Father Story always liked farm 
life, and as no good title could 
then be obtained to land in Call* 
fornia, he started the long Irek 
back east, going to^Oswego, New 
York. Mart Howard went east 
with the family, and married 
Mary Story on Jan. 1, I860'. 

Father Story died in Waukeagn 
in ,1884, Mother "Story died in 
Antioch in 1891 and Mart Howard 
died in Antioch in 1898. They all 
are buried in .Union Cemetery, 
Antioch Township. . . 

Thain White of Montana, who 
submitted Mary Howard's story 
to "True-West" is a cousin of 
Dr. Alan Thain. 

The story was brought to the 
attention of. The Antioch News 
.by_ Jerry Kir choff of Lake Gc- 
nevn, Wisconsin. . 
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A policy setting criteria for 
such a site was adopted by Ihe 
Board, and follows guidelines set 
down by the Junior College Act 
and the Illinois Junior College 
Board.

Arhong factors which the site 
selection committee must con- 
sider are whether the site will 
serve a majority of the students 
utilizing the college facilities. To 
help determine this, the' commit- 
tee has forwarded questionnaires 
to District- superintendents asking 
for student projections in their 
areas. - ' 

The population center and the 
geography and geographical cen- 
ter of the District must' also be 
considered. Accessibility to ex- 
isting nrid proposed streets and 
highways is still another factor, 
as is availability of public trans- 
portation. 

Cost and availability of" the site, 
cost of development and size of 
the site will influence the selec- 
tion. Topography, availability of 
utilities, and ; population projec- 
tions also must be considered. 

In spite of the seemingly com- 
plex requirements, the Board is 
encouraging property ' owners to 
make >land -donations to the col- 
lege. They are also "ready, will- 
ing and able to accept all dona- 
tions—money or land— for the 
site." 

- Until- the- naming of- the presi- 
dent of the college, the, site com- 
mittee will investigate all land 
available— and— compile ^reports 
based on its criteria. In that 
way, the "president will " have a 
complete picture of site availabil- 
ities in the District shortly after 
his arrival. 
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The Lake County Safety Com- 
mission warned drivers today 
that rain and wet snow create 
special driving problems.

In heavy 
rains visibility con be reduced to 
almost zero. 

Another hazard caused by rain 
is "hydroplaning," wheh.the tires 
actually ride on top of the film 
of water on the road. Badly worn 
or smooth tires will hydroplane at 
lower speeds than tires with good 
treads. Another factor that will 
increase hydroplaning is a heavy 
load on the. rear tires, leaving 
tho front tires with less contact 
with the road. 

The Early minutes of a rain- 
storm arc the most hazardous be- 
cause dust a lid' oil mixed willi 
water create "oil slick." After 
driving through water, your 
brakes may foil and cause an ac- 
cident. "To dry them out, step 
on the brakes and accelerator at 
the same time at low speed." 
Here arc some 'tips for reducing 
rain-caused accidents: 

1. Reduce speed when It be- 
gins lo rain, and- approach curves 
with caution. ■ 

2.- If. wheels slip onto soft 
shoulder, slow down before re;

- Once again, April has/been' set' 
aside by Congress as Cancer Con- 
trol Month and President .fohn son 
is expected shortly to moke the 
period officially Cancer Control 
Month by proclamation. . 

According to Mrs. William 
Brook, Antioch Crusade chair- 
man, the Crusade will focus atten- 
tion on the fact that too many 
people arc not familiar with just 
which early signs could indicate, 
cancer. 
"While the public Is slowly ac- 

qulring^knowlodge-of-thc-slgnalsr 1 
shc sold, "surveys show that too 
many cannot name most of the 
signals. A' recent study, sponsor- 
ed by the American Cancer Soci- 
ety, revealed' that 68% of those 
sampled could identify a single 
warning sign. Yet, In a. similar 
survey In 1955 the figure was 00%, 
while a Ballup poll taken in 1948 
shbwedonly 51% would namo_ji. 
correct signal. 

"A nine percentage point gain 
in awareness of this vital informa- 
tion Is most welcome, but It is a 
slow step forward over an 11-year 
period. That's why the Cancer 
Society is stressing the value of 
knowing these signals. , 

; "The basic, yet simple, warn- 
ing' signals that could mean* the 
presence of cancer serve' "as an 
alert to aid In early, diagnosis 
when cancer is In its earliest and 
most curable stage," Mrs. Brook 
sold, 

Plans for the all-out April Cru- 
sade, Mrs. Brook explained, .in- 
clude nationwide distribution of. 
40,000,000 leaflets listing the seven 
warning signals of cancer. Every 
family in Antioch will receive this 
leaflet, most of them to be distrib- 
uted in person by Cancer Soci- 
ety volunteer workers during 
April. . 

. The "seven "warning signals of 
cancer, as itemized by Mrs. 
Brook ore: 1— Unusual bleeding or 
discharge; 2— A lump or thicken- 
ing in the breast orelscwhere;, 
3— A sore that docs not heal; 
4— Change In bowel or bladder, 
habits. Hoarseness or cough;: 
0— Indigestion or difficulty In 
swallowing. 7— Any change In n 
wart or mole. 

Should any of these signals last 
longer than two weeks," Mrs. 
Brook urged an early visit to the 
doctor. Only he can toll if can- 
cer is present.

That was the cutoff dote for 
Korean Conflict veterans who re- 
ceived major benefits under the 
Second GI Bill, John B. Nascr, 
Manager of the Veterans Admin- 
istration's Regional Office , In 
Chicago, explained, today. "To 
qualify, a veteran must have had 
at least 181 .'days active duty with 
any part comlrig after Jan! 31, 
1955. 

Benefits Include; 
. —Educational assistance. .Full- 
time payments for college type 
training range from $130 a month 
for a single veteran to $175 for a 
veteran with two dependents, 
with $10 extra for each additional 
dependent. 

—High School. The same pay- 
ments arc available to a veteran 
while he completes . high school 
without losing any G.I. Bill eligi- 
bility for advanced educational 
benefits. 

—Apprenticeship or other on- 
the-job training. Payments* (bas- 
ed on six-mouth periods) begin 
at $80 per month in the first per- 
iod for a single veteran, with add- 
ed payments . for veterans with 
dependents. 

' —Farm cooperative training In- 
cludes institutional courses. Pay- 
ments range upwards from $105 
a month. 

—Vocational flight training. 
Payments cover 90 per cent of 
the established charge for flight 
training for veterans who have 
-the-equlvalen t-of o valid private 
pilot license, 

—G.I. loons. VA guarantees a 
portion of loans made through 
commercial lenders. On home 
loans the VA will guarantee up to 
$7,500 of the loan; on farm real 

estate loans up to $4.000,. and on 

non-real estate farm loans up to 

$2,000. VA will make direct 

loons for homes in certain cases.

Under state statute the board 
has the prerogative of calling an 
election after a 60-day period but 
this will not be done according to 
Supt.

Goes Back To 1904 -

: Mrs. John P. Woolner (Nellie, 
DO,) of Rt. 3, (Channel Lake), An- 
tioch, has probably the oldest 
funning subscription to the Anti- 
och News. 

! Mrs; Woolner's father, Asa B. 
.Paddock was one of the first sub- 
scribers back in 1904. Paddock 
Avas a guide and a trapper. He 
started a resort on the west side 
of Channel Lake called the Oak- 
land Resort (now known as Stan- 
ley's Oakland Resort) in 1887. He 
'operated the resort until 1905 
when his daughter and son-in-law 
Mr, and Mrs. John P.,' Woolner 
took it, over. They operated the 
resort until 1950. 

Asa B. Paddock died in 1907, 
and the subscription continued in 
the name of John F. Woolner, 
eoh-in-law of Paddock. Woolner 



died in 1959, but the subscrip- 
tion was continued by his wife 
Nellie. 

,At the time Asa Paddock oper- 
ated lus resort, the only other re- 
sort in the area was one operated 
by Joe Savage. They brought 
their guests from Richmond and 
on to -Channel Lake by horse and 
buggy. In 1905 the Soo Line was 
operating in Antioch, and when 
the Woolner s took over the resort 
at that time,' they picked up their 
guests at the Soo Line in Antioch 
and brought them to the resort 
by horse and buggy. 

Mrs. John Woolner is the moth- 
er of Mrs. Helen Dowel!, of An- 
tioch.

Casualty, Theft 
Losses Can Be 
Tax Deduction 

Theft and casualty losses may 
be deducted on Federal income' 
tax returns under certain condi- 
tions, according to E. C, Coyle, 
Jr., Chicago's District Director of 
Internal Revenue Service. 
—These deductions are available 
to the many people who suffer 
damages to' grounds, dwellings, 
automobiles7 boatS7 furniture; and 
other property used for personal 
and business purposes as a result 
pl__ hurricanes, . fires, storms, 
f loods~and -ot her- disasters. ~ 

A deductible casualty loss can 
result from-complete-or-partial 
destruction of property. General- 
ly speaking, it must result from 
an identifiable event of a sudden, 
unexpected, or unusual nature. 

Damage to your own car .re- 
sulting from a collision or acci- 
dent can be deducted if not duo 
to your willful negligence or act. 
You cannot deduct amounts you 
pay for damage to another car 
wilh*which you collided. 

On properly held for personal 
use, the amount of the lobs is the 
lesser of (1) the adjusted basis of 
the property or (2) the decrease 
in-, the fair market value of the 
property as a result of the cas- 
ualty loss. From this amount you 
must subtract the insurance or 
other compensation which you re- 
ceive or expect to receive. . - 

Only the amount of the net loss 
of properly used for personal pur- 
poses in excess of $100 per casual- 
ty or theft is deductible. Mar- 
ried taxpayers filing joint returns 
neecTro - cxeludc _ only~onc~$l'00-for 
each casualty or theft. If they 
file separate returns, each is sub- 
ject to the $100 exclusion. 

Theft losses including losses of 
money or olher personal property, 
arcrdcductiblc in the year they 
are discovered. Losses resulting 
from "losing or mislaying articles 
are not deductible. 

Some of the loss,, items "for which 
you cannot claim a deduction are 
accidental loss of cash or other 
personal property; damage duo 
to rust or gradual erosion: dam- 
age or destruction of animals or 
plants by disease; termite or 
moth damage: or amounts paid 
for the care of personal injuries.

Ways To Control 
Cereal Insects 

Many kinds of beetles and 
moths attack stored food products 
in the kitchen cabinets such as 
flour, sugar, cake mixes, hot 
cereals,' cold cereals, pretzels, 
beans condiments (pepper, pa- 
prika, cinnamon, allspice, nut- 
meg, etc.)/ check the dog food 
also. , Flour beetles, saw-toothed 
grain beetles, flat grain beetles, 
carpet. beetles, bean weevils, pea 
weevils, rice weevils, Indian m«al 
moths, Mediterranean flour 
moths/ and Angoumois grain 
mollis are some of. the more 
common ones. These insects can 
be found mostly iii packages or 
containers of food; but also in the 
cracks ancT crevices of the cabi- 
ncis or cupboards. Since most of 
them arc capable of flying this is 
one_way they can enter the 
house. However, the more prob- 
able way is in already infested 
food brought into the house. 
Once established they spread 
quickly and becomc"morc pro- 
gressively abun dant. • 

Sanitation is the basic stcplo 
control. First, all food from 
the cabinets must be removed. 
For people who can't afford lo 
discard the infested packages 
they. may be heated to 15 degrees 
F. for 2 minutes lo kill the in- 
sects. 

/Thorough cleaning of the cab- 
inets and shelving is a must if 
the insects arc to be controlled- 
A vacuum cleaner. docs a much 



better job than sweeping. . , 

After cleaning and while, tlio 
cabinets- arc still empty spray the 
entire inside surface' with 0.1% 
pyrcthrin. This is available iii a 
pressurized spray can and sold 
at almost, all garden, centers, 
hardware stores, drug stores, 
supermarkets, etc.^.p.nly- a light 
spraying is needed. Before us- 
ing any insecticide, read the 
label carefully. The most im- 
portant few minutes In insect con- 
trol Is the time it takes you 
to read the label. 

In " the" future, preventative 
measures may be advantageous: 
(1). buy foods in smaller quanti- 
ties so that it will not remain un- 
used for long periods of time; 
(2) whenever possible remove 
foods from- their original con- 
tai ncrs and stor e in airtight con-, 
fakers, <3) avoid spillage and" 
keep, food storage spaces clean 
at all times.
